WAR LOAN ASSENTED 
NEW HIGH LEVEL.

Quiet conditions again characterised the 
majority of departments in the London Stock 
Markets yesterday, fresh business being on a 
surprisingly modest scale, whilst there was 
only a meagre accumulation of business over 
the week-end. As a consequence of the 

aucity of attention rather easier conditions 
3 eloped in a number of directions, and a 
pumber of losses of a fairly substantial char- 
acter were recorded at the close. Bright 
spots were not entirely lacking, however, and, 

ithough nowhere could any individual issue 
i“ described as aetive, here and there guite 
e@ cood demand was experienced, and values 
gtrengthened accordingly. The list of price 
movements returned at the close thus made a 
wery irregular showing, though improvements 
were perhaps in the majority. 

The outstanding feature’ was provided by 
Svar Loan Assented, and, following a keen 
demand, they showed an advance of “r to 
101-r, this level constituting a new high re- 
gord. Apart from these, however, British 
Funds were barely changed on the day. 
Foreign Government stocks displayed an 
irregular front, as did British Rails, while 
among Colonial and Foreign Rails the Argen- 
tine issues were again put lower. There was 
pot a great deal passing in the Industrial 
markets as 4 whole, and movements were 
pbout evenly divided between rises and falls. 

The trans-Atlantic issues failed to hold an 
initial advance. Cables and Wireless, on the 
pther hand, strengthened, after losing ground 
in the early dealings. Iron, Coal and Steels 
ahowed little material alteration, but Textiles 
were wanted following the settlement of the 
eotton dispute, and values stiffened, In other 
directions Oil shares again came in for a fair 
volume of attention, but reacted on Paris 
gelling. Mines also came under the influence 
of Paris, though the Indian descriptions con- 
tinued to receive a moderate amount of sup 

ort. 

Apart from War Coan Assented, which 
were supported to the new high level of 
10l+*, British Funds attracted but scanty 
pitention; indeed, the only other movement 
registered was that of a fall of 4 in Consols 
2. per cent. to 734. British Rails presented a 
wery irregalar front, for, while the Preference 
issues were put harder in a number of direc- 
tions. most of the Ordinaries were marked off. 
Apart from Midland Ordinary and Great 
Western Ordinary, which lost 3 and } respec- 
tively, the movements were of little conse- 
quence. Among Colonial and Foreign Rails 
the Argentine issues lost fresh ground. 
“ Rags ” and Central Argentine Ordinary and 
Deferred were each a point down, while Entre 
Rios Ordinary and San Paulo Ordinary each 
lost 2 points.

ASSENTED WAR LOAN. 

A significant movement in the gilt-edged 
group yesterday was the quotation of 5 per 
cent. War Loan Assented at a little over 101, 
the highest price the stock has yet reached. 
The figure compares with 96} momentarily 
touched soon after the expiration of the 
period for obtaining the £1 per cent. payable 
on conversion. The further advance in this 
security may make a considerable difference 
to the amount of the War Loan cash repay- 
ment on December 1, and holders who have 
dene nothing yet may be again reminded that 
Friday uext is the last date for giving notice 
that cash will be required. Undoubtedly, 
many holders were inclined to retain their 
stock when the price of the Assented fell to 
below 97, though then it would have been 
\ery profitable to have sold the unconverted 
stock and bought the Assented with the pro- 
ceeds. Now that the latter commands a pre- 
mium of fully 1 per cent. there is the greater 
inducement on the part of those who have 
done nothing yet to accept automatic con- 
version under the terms of the prospectus. 
Possibly, too, some who have given notice 
that they will require cash repayment will 
change their minds. “There may be many 
withdrawals of redemption notices. It may 
be noted that after Friday next it will not be 
possible to deal in the unconverted War Loan, 
as the books of the Bank of England will be 
closed for transfers on that date.

States. Thig is due to the fact that summer 
time in America ceased at the week-end. 
whereas the extra hour of evening daylight 
proceeds in Ireland until next Sunday. Next 
week American commercial services will 
reach this country at their accustomed times. 


AUSTRALIAN GOLD BOUNTY. 

An agreed settlement has now been reached 
as to the conditions under which the Aus- 
tralian Government will pay a bounty on 
domestic gold production. According to a 
statement by Mr. F. H. Hamilton, Chair. 
man of the Gold Producers’ Association, 
there has been no question of any payment 
under existing conditions, but the producers 
were anxious that the principle of a bounty, 
eonceded in December, 1930, should be re- 
tained. After conversations between Mr. 
Bruce and the London representatives of the 
producers, it has been settled that the bounty 
shall automatically become operative if the 
sterling price of gold falls to £5 per ounce 
and at the same time the quotation in Aus- 
tralian pounds is not above £5 10s. per 
ounce. At that level the payment to the 
mines would be 16s. per ounce for any excess 
over the average output of the three years, 
1928-30, the payment rising to 20s. as the 
Australian exchange moved towards parity 
with sterling, he bounty is apparently 
calculated in Australian currency. This | 
agreement is operative until 1 and so 
secures to the mines a substantial premium 
on their output for that period.

Hi-Li in England á 
Che Stone-Breaker 


Enterprise in Co. Wicklow : 


Lost Property.

Hi-Li. ' 
Sporting people in England are looking 
forward, hear, to a demonstration of 
what is sometimes called the fastest game 
in the world. This is hi-li or pelota, the 
national game of Cuba, and a “ fronton " 
or stadium is being erected in London. 
If the experimental matches are a success, 
we may eventually see the game in 
Ireland. From descriptions of hi-li, it 
would seem to resemble the English game 
of “ Fives,” except that it is played on a 
larger court and with different rules. 

The professional court is 210 feet long 
by 36 feet wide, has a cemented floor, and 
is bordered with granite walls on three 
sides. Spectators’ seats face the playing 
area, and are protected by steel mesh 
from flying balls. Three metal strips are 
attached to the front wall, two of which 
are parallel to the ground and 36 feet 
apart, and the third is vertical and con- 
nects the horizontal strips at one end. 
The floor is divided also by lines parallel 
to the front wall and placed at distances 
of 12 feet. The ground spaces so formed 
are numbered, and part of the scoring 
depends on what section the ball has 
struck after rebounding from the front 
wall. 


The Apparatus. 


Hi-li balls are hard, and the cover is 
made of tightly-stretched goat skin. Every 

layer is armed with a “ cesta,’’ or curved 

asket of fine straw about a yard long, 
which is secured to the wrist. by a leather 
thong. With a smashing drive an expert 
can send the ball rebounding from the 
front wall to the back wall and then back 
again before the ground is struck, and the 
game proceeds at a furious pace that pro- 
vides the spectators with a succession of 
thrills. In Cuba professionals command 
a big fee for their services, and large sums 
are wagered on the result of a match.

During the meeting M. Gorki was awarded 
the Order of Lenin, the highest Order in the 
gift of the Soviet Government.

REPORT OF WEDGWOOD 
COMMITTEE.

Josiah Wedgwood, has renorted that it 

would eo“t. about £79,000 to nrenare 
“a record of the personnel and politics of 
members of the Louse of -Commons from 
1264 to 1832.” 

The Committee was appointed by the 
Treasury in. 1929, and the interim réport, 
issued yesterday, states that the work wouid 
involve endless time and expense, ‘‘ since the 
last word is never said, or perfection 
attained,’” The work would take between 
five and ten years. 

It is mentioned that the suggested cost 
would not cover the work of dealing with 
the Scottish and Irish Parliaments before the 
Acts of Union. 

The Committee give no estimate for the 
cost of publication. They believe that ‘‘ once 
the record is completed, it should be possible 
to arrange for a publishing house to under- 
take a work of such transcendent and wide- 
spread interest at its own cost.” 

The Committee, being precluded from re- 
commending that the sum should be provided 
from the Exchequer, states that if “an 
authoritative appeal is made to the English- 
speaking peoples, with the approval of His 

Im Government an Parliament, 
sufhcient funds will be forthcoming to ensure 
the success of the great undertaking.” 


VALUE OF THE WORK. 

Speaking on the value of the work, the 
Committee says that ‘‘the importance cf 
Parliament itself is a measure of the import- 
ance of its history. | 

“We were the first people to govern our- 
selves through responsible representatives. 
We may be the last. An institution has its 
foundations in the past, and at any moment 
its history can only be understood through a 
knowledge of the past. People will not look

THE LAND ANNUITIES. . 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srm,—The farmers’ attitude to the land 
alnuities requires elucidation in face of the 
apparently concerted attempt by Government 
spokesmen to distort it. Over and above 
everything else, the farmers are not refusing 
to pay their land annuities, but they are 
refusing, and will continue to refuse, to pay 
them three times. Here are their grounds 
for so refusing. The farmers, when signing 
their agreeffrents to purchase their holdings, 
undertook to pay their annuities once, and 
once only; there is no liability on them or 
authority to compel them to pay twice. Our 
Government has now a dispute with. the 
British Government over the payment by the 
former to the latter of an annual sum of £54 
millions, of which the farmers’ annuities com- 
prise £5 millions. Our Government having 
refused to pay the British Government, the 
latter devised the machinery of the 20 per 
cent, taviff on our farmers’ produce going 
into Britain to collect not only the £5 
millions land annuities, but the entire of 
Ea millions, together with £4 million cost of 
collection. 

The farmers are thus paying £6 millions— 
just twice their annuities. Our Government 
now further requires our farmers to pay the 
arnuities again, and the farmers answer 
“No.” It is for refusing to pay the third 
time that Government spokesmen call the 
farmers traitors. It is the duty of the 
farmers to refuse this monstrous claim of the 
Government. Will Ministers state the 
grounds on which they demand payment of 
a debt three times, and, if they are as 
anxious as they pretend for the welfare of 
the farmer, will they stop robbing him?—

DOGS AND THE BORDER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF. THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—It might interest some of your 
readers who are owners of small dogs to read 
my experience at the Northern border on 
Saturday last. Having occasion to visit 
Rostrevor, I proceeded with my wife and 
daughter, and we brought with us, as we 
usually do when motoring, a small, black 
cocker dog, the property of my daughter. 
On arriving at the Border Customs station I 
was told that the dog would not be allowed 
to enter Northern Ireland without payment 
of duty. I explained that we were only going 
to Rostrevor, and that. we were returning the 
same evening, and would not be in Northern 
Ireland for more than two hours altogether. 
The official in charge informed me that, if I 
once got the animal in, he had no guarantee 
that it would come out again. 

As evidence of good faith I then offered to 
lodge the value of the dog, but this offer was 
declined. I then asked him if they would 
allow me to leave the dog at the Customs 
station until I returned from Rostrevor, but 
was then informed that the Customs was not 
a dogs’ home. My daughter then decided 
that there was nothing for her to do but to 
get out of the car and remain until such 
time as I was able to return. The result of 
it was that my daughter had to remain on 
the side of the road for a space of about an 
hour or forty minutes while I went into 
Rostrevor and returned. 

I am not going to discuss the question 
whether or not pet animals come under the 
heading of live-stock, but, even if they do,

SUMMER TIME. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stmr,—A review of the Summer Time situa- 
tion in the world to-day may be of general 
interest. In Europe Summer Time is in force 
in Belgium, Finland, France, Greece, 
Holland, the Irish Free State, Portugal and 
In France, however, there are 


centre, where the clocks remain unchanged, 
and life is carried on according to the same 
time-table as in winter. In Albania, Austria, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Esthonia, 
Germany, Hungary, Italy, Latvia, Lithuania, 
Norway, Poland, Russia, Spain, Switzerland, 
Turkey, Yugo-Slavia, etc., clock-time is con- 
stant throughout the year; in other words, 
they have no ‘‘ Summer Time.” Elsewhere, 
in the Eastern Hemisphere, Gold Coast 
Colony and Sarawak are conspicuous as being 
the only countries in which Summer Time 
operates, the clock-advance being 20 minutes 
in each case. 

With regard to the Western Hemisphere, 
the chief cities in Eastern Canada adopt day- 
light saving time, but most towns and rural 
communities throughout the Dominion 
observe normal time. The U.S.A. Federal 
“Summer Time’’ Law has been repealed. 
Some States have daylight saving time, but 
its observance is not uniform. In other 
States, it has been made an offence to show 
other than normal time on clocks publicly 
displayed. Many of the Mexican States use 
Summer Time, but some do not. In British 
Hionduras, it appears, clock-time is altered 
“oie peat aaa farther south, several 
South American Republics are, or have been, 
experimenting with the system. Another 
curious anomaly is the fact that the timepiece 
is varied to the extent of one hour in the 
Falkland Islands, but only half an hour in 
New Zealand. 

It is evident, therefore, that opinion 
respecting daylight saving is by no means 
unanimous, and that many nations regard 
Summer Time as a mistaken and mischievous

Glvnt ” is a dramatic poem. and, while 
eager to see what Mr. Hilton Edwards is 
going to do with it in his Gate Theatre 
production this week, I imagine it to he as 
congenial to the theatre as a work of Brown- 
ing in the same category. Unless in Scan- 
dinavia, it has never become popular, and 
it has been staged much less frequently than 
the Jater dramatic works of Ibsen—those 
plays on social questions which startled 
theatre-goers forty to fifty years ago. 

At the same time, nothing of Ibsen's is 
more widely known by name. This is due 
solely to its association with certain pieces 
of music, which are undeniably popular. 1 
allude. of course, to the two Suites arranged 
by Ibsen’s compatriot, Edward Grieg, from 
the incidental music written by him for a 
production of ‘‘ Peer Gynt.’’ In the new 
Dublin revival of *‘ Peer Gynt’’ more than 
an ordinary degree of care has been given 
to the incidental music. 


FAMILIAR NUMBERS. 

No one, who is able so much as to recog- 
nise a tune, fails to enjoy listening to the 
familiar numbers of the First Suite. They 
include ‘‘ Dawn,” ‘* Anitra’s Dance.” ‘* The 
Death of Ase,” and “In the Hall of the 
Mountain Kings.’’ The Second Suite, which 
Grieg arranged at a much later date, is not 
so well known, although portions of it were 
much in use a few years ago as incidental 
music to silent film dramas. One hears it 
played from time to time by the Free State 
Army Band, the arrangement for military 
band being very successful. 

‘**Solveig’s Song’’ is attached indifferently 
to either Suite. No instrumental perfor- 
mance of the solo part can quite reproduce 
the quality of the melody in its proper form 
as a vocal solo. 
and is always effective if sung quite un- 
affectedly bY a light soprano voice. . Never- 
theless, it has not been despised by great 
singers. How well I recollect Galli-Curci's 
singing of it, and I seem to remember hear- 
ing it from Tetrazzini and Austral, among 
others. In its place in the drama, of course, 
nothing in the nature of an applause-fetching 
performance of this little óerceus is ex- 
pected; there, musical beauty is secondary 
to dramatic value. 


PEER’S RUFFIANISM. 

Who are Peer Gynt, Ase, Solveig and 
Anitra, and what is the meaning of those 
crashes heard at the close of the '' Mountain 
King’s Hall’’ number? Thousands of people 
who have enjoyed the music of the suites 
must have felt some slight curiosity with 
regard to these characters, without ever 
taking trouble to find out definitely. <A stage 
production of Ibsen’s work offers an easy way 
of getting the answers. For many years I 
assumed that Peer Gynt himself was an heroic

figure. Never has literature yielded me a 
greater surprise than the discovery of Peer’s 
monstrous ruffianism. And somehow, in 
spite of the form of Anitra’s name 
and a rather marked distinction in the 
character of the music of ‘‘ Anitra’s 
Dance” as compared with other num- 
bers in the First Suite, it had never 
occurred to me that the scene in which Anitra 
appears is one far removed from Scandinavia’s 
fir-crowned steeps. It appears that Grieg, 
conspicuously successful in musica] evocation 
of the distinctive, atmosphere of his native 
northland—a sine bar may be enough to 
spell fjord and pine-forest—could not extend 
his success to tonal suggestion of other 
climes. 

Of that, however, one should be better 
able to judge after a visit to the Gate 
Theatre production, in which we are promised 
the full incidental music. Peer was a rover, 
and the incidental music to his story should 
contain many essays in musical scene-painting. 

Of the two men concerned in the creation 
of “ Peer Gynt ” in its full form as a dramatic 
poem with incidental music, Edvard Grieg, 
the composer, was the younger. Ibsen, born 
in 1828, was in his fortieth year when he 
wrote it. Grieg, fifteen years younger, was 
already, when the call to supply music to the 
poem was made to him, identified prominently 
with the movement for a national culture for 
Norway, in which the leading spirit was 
Ole Bull, an eminent violinist.

Bergen, where Grieg was born in 1843. The

HE sworn inquiry into the powers, 
duties and financial obligations of the 
Limerick Corporation and County 

Borough Board of Health was resumed by 
Mr. J. MacLysaght, Free State Local 
ESMA lnspector, in the Town Hall to- 

y. 

Mr. A. Law, manager of the Municipal 
Gas Works, said that for the ten years enued 
March, 1932, the credit balance was £10,466. 

In his report, Mr. Law stated that in the 
autumn of 1925 a vertical retort system was 
instituted in substitution of the old system 
at a cost of £10,667. In 1928 a bili was 
iutroduced in the Dail making provision for 
gratuities to employés who had become re- 
dundant by the introduction of the new 
vertical plant. 

During the past three years the whole of 
the othe ni office had been reorganised. 
The existing works and distribution plant 
wére in good condition, with the exception 
of the gasholders, to which the Committee 
were giving the necessary attention. During 
the pas® three years the price of gas had 
been reduced on two occasions and the price 
of coke reduced by 20 per cent. 


THE AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

The Inspector asked for the auditor's last 
report. ' 

r. Dundon, solicitor, Law Agent to the 
Corporation, said that some of. these items 
were sub jgudice, and an appeal was lodged 
against certain surcharges. 

The Inspector—Once an auditor's report 
is submitted to a committee it is a public 
document. 

Mr. Dundon said that the Corporation had 
not discussed the report, as they considered 
it to be sub judice, in view of the appeal 
lodged against surcharges. These might be 
remitted, 

The Inspector—You can tender evidence as 
to the lodging of the appeal, but I must 
treat the report as a public document. 

Mr. Law read the auditor's report for five 
years ended March 31, 1931. Having dealt 
with the financial conditions, the auditor 
referred to coal purchases when stocks were 
running low. There was a noticeable ten- 
dency to purchase ‘‘spot’’ cargoes and non- 
contract—these were irregular, and should 
cease. He was obliged to charge the 
manager with a sum totalling £71 ós. 8d., 
representing the cost of certain gas fittings, 
plus the value of coke taken by him for his 
own use. The provision of a motor car for 
the supervision of outdoor work by the 
manager might in future be substituted by 
an arrangement whereby an annual allow- 
ance cata be made for running expenses. 

The Inspector inquired whether Mr. Law 
got the permission of his Committee for a 
motor car. Bui 

Mr. Law—I did get that permission. 


GAS CONSUMERS. 

In answer to further questions Mr. Law 
said that there were 4,800 gas consumers in 
the city and outside the borough boundary. 
The plant was in a perfectly good condition, 
with the exception of the gas-holder, which 
required to be replaced in the near future at 
a cost of between £3,500 and £6,000. Reply- 
ing to Mr. Fitagerald, barrister-at-law, for 
the Chamber of Commerce and Ratepayers’ 
Association, the witness said that since 1929 
the output of gas had been reduced by 5 per 
cent., but it was not possible to reduce the 
staff. 

Mr. A. Roche, chief clerk in, the gas 
department, gave evidence in regard to the 
financial position of the department. On 
March 31 last, £10,176 was due to the bank, 
while £5,181 was due by many creditors. A 
letter was read from the Minister stating 
that Mr. Law had no right to coke and gas 
fittings under his appointment. As Mr, Law 
had refunded £71 10s. 10d. in respect. of coke, 
in the circumstances the Minister had agreed 
to remit the balance of the surcharge. 


RATE COLLECTION. 

Mr. Bryan O'Donnell, rate collector, gave 
evidence in which he said that the state of 
the collection was good, despite the depressed 
conditions. A sum oí £2,700 represented the 
rateable value of idle property, and he con- 
sidered that to meet this owners should be 
made to let or use their property. 

Mr. James Angley, Borough Councillor, 
stated in evidence that four years ago a 
motion was defeated at the Council to have 
a general revaluation of the city extension 
horough boundary. <A good deal of property 
was either too highly or too lowly valued, 
and rates were not paid on an equitable basis. 

With regard to the boundary extension. 
witness said that there were a thousand 
houses outside the city enjoying the city 
services for which thev paid something extra. 
Ho agreed with the Inspector that the city 
would not benefit by the extension for a 
number of years. 

This closed the enquiry so far as the Cor- 
poration is concerned, and the ease for the 
City Health Board will be taken to-morrow.

Mrs. Markey (Chairman) stated that when 
building houses care should be taken to see 
that all the houses were not built near the 
towns. Naturally, the applicants would want 
to get close to the towns where they could 
have the pictures to go to; but if this were 
allowed it would mean that the farmers would 
be deprived of all chance of getting a sufficient 
quantity of iabour. She suggested as an alter- 
native, that the houses should be built on 
groups of four or five, and thereby provide 
some social Jife for the oceupants, 

Mr. Mathew Campbell said that applicants 
should suggest possible sites for the new 
houses, and thereby save time. Under the 
old Acts they were compelled to do this, and 
while the sites might not be suitable it would 
enable the Board to proceed with their. work 
much quicker. 

Mr. Michael Connor said that they were 
told on all sides that nowadays land was cf 
no value, and, therefore, they should not have 
the least trouble in getting decent sites on 
which to erect the houses they were going to 
build. Some of the old houses had been built 
in places which were absolutely unsuited. 

M:. Campbell said that houses should he 
built along the main roads, and close te water 
Supplies, so that the ratepayers would not 
have to fit up pupips afterwards for every 
cottage that was built.

The Lower Deck. 


A mild concern lest existing regulations 
in the Royal Navy might not afford satis- 
factory means whereby the Lower Deck 
eould ventilate its views about service con- 
ditions has been in existence for some 
tima.

Now, in the new Fleet Order which 
was issued at the end of last week, the 
Lords of the Admiralty have manifested a 
whole-heartedness fuller even than any 
which Sir Bolton foreshadowed. Their 
Lordships, the order declares, propose to 
supplement the regulations “with a 
further article making, provision on a wider 
basis for 1epresentations affecting welfare 
generally or other matters connected with 
the service.’’ They have determined in the 
meanwhile “from time to time to hold a re-

He chose the Royal 
Engineers, and when Kitchener was given 
ccmmand of the Dongola Expedition in 1896, 
Girouard was one of the subalterns selected 
to accompany the engineers.

maize importers and maize millers to the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 4) 
Order, 1932, which comes into force at 
midnight to-night. 

After that hour a Customs duty will be 
imposed on all maize imported into 
Saorstat Eireann, except under licence. 

The Minister for Agriculture will be pre- 

red to recommend ‘the granting of such 
icences to importers who give an under- 
taking not at any time during the duration 
of the order to dispose of maize to any 
person other than a maize miller who has 
undertaken that, on and after October 12, 
1932, all maize meal sold by him will con- 
tain not less than 10 per cent. by weight 
of home-grown cereals (barley, oats, wheat 
or rye). If the importer is himself a 
miller, he must likewise undertake not to 
dispose of, on or after October 12, any 
maize meal which does not contain the pre- 
scribed percentage of home-grown grain. 

Applications for licences under the 
order should be addressed to the Secretary, 
Department of Agriculture, Dublin, C.17, 
not later than October 1. 

Provision will be made for the sale, when 
required, of maize meal for human con- 
sumption, without the admixture of home- 
grown cereals, in bags not exceeding one 
stone weight. 


MR. DE VALERA 
AT GENEVA. 


PRESS OPINIONS. 


The Daily Telegraph states:—It is 
a strange piece of irony which introduces 
Mr. de Valera in the character of the 
critic of the imadequate vigour of the 
League of Nations. Of all men in the 
public life of the world he has been the 
foremost advocate of self-contained, isolated 
nationalism. That the leader who has 
ever declared ‘‘ ourselves alone’’ the sole- 
sufficient principle of politics should 
lecture the League on its incomplete 
success in welding the nations into one 
international Power was certainly un- 
expected. 

The News-Chronicle remarks:—Mr. de 
Valera’s unconventional address to the 
League Assembly may at least have the 
satisfactory result of causing both friends 
and enemies of the League to examine 
with fresh eyes the grounds on which they 
hold their respective opinions. It is 
highly desirable that they should do so; 
for there is a great deal of truth in Mr. 
de Valera’s assertion that le are be- 
ginning to complain about ? ne pon and 
to suspect that “ little more than lip- 
service is paid to the fundamental prin- 
ciples on which the League is founded.’’ 
But whose is the fault? It is useless to 
rail at “ the League ' for this failure. 
The failure is due entirely to the weakness 
and selfishness, the jealousies and the lack 
of faith in the ideals of the League of the 
Governments who compose it. 

The Morning Post remarks: — These 
criticisms of the League of Nations by the 
President of the Assembly encourage us 
to one or two modest comments of our 
own. The League of Nations, if we may 
say it without disrespect, is rather like a 
bankrupt bucket-shop and is not only 
insolvent itself, but has led ithe public 
into enormous losses by a series of highly 
speculative, although apparently. attrac- 
tive, loans. We have seen it hinted here 
and there that Great Britain should guar- 
antee these losses, but that, of course, is 
out of the question. The British Govern- 
ment could not assume, nor could the 
British taxpayer be expected to meet, 
these obligations.

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ACCEPTANCE OF 
INDIAN POET LEADS 
IN PRAYER. 


REMARKABLE SCENES 
IN JAIL. 


From Revter’s COnRESPONDENT,. 
PUONA, Monday. 


ANDHI to-day ended his self-intposed 
fast. It had lasted six days and five 
hours. : 

He was so weak that he had to be lifted 
up by his wife and friends before he could 
read the ofhcial document from the Govern- 
ment of India announcing that the agree- 
ment he desired between the caste Hindus 
and the ‘‘ untouchables ’’ had been accepted 
by the Premier. 

Then at last Mrs. Gandhi was allowed 
to hand ‘him a small glass of lime-fruit 


juice, which he sipped very slowly, an? 


as he looked around at his friends a wan 
smile passed across his emaciated features. 

Remarkable scenes were witnessed during 
the afternoon in the compound of Yeravda 
Jail when the news that Gandhi had 
agreed to break his fast reached his 
friends, and there was a gathering of 
about a hundred at the “ ceremony,’’ 
bearing gifts of fruit and flowers for their 
leader. 

The Inspector-General of Prisons 
(Colonel Doyle), accompanied by the Jail 
Superintendent, arrived at four o'clock 
with the long-awaited official despatch, 
which he handed personally to Gandhi. 

Rabindranath Tagore, the Indian poet, 
who was sitting near by in long, flowing 
robes and garlanded with flowers, then 
chanted a prayer, which was followed bv 
a song of his own composition. All 
present, led by Gandhi’s secretary, Desai, 
in convict garb, next joined in the sing- 
ing of hymns in Gujerati, including 
Gandhi's favourite hymn, ‘‘ True devotee 
of Vishnu.’’ Tagore then offered Gandhi 
thanks “on behalf of the nation.” 

Gandhi read the Premier’s reply, and, 
after consultation with his friends, agreed 
that it was. “ satisfactory,’’ though,- in 
view of what Gandhi described as the 
*‘ many reservations ’’ in it, he thought it 
would be desirable to show it to the 
leaders of the depressed classes, Mr. 
Arbedkar and Mr. Raja. Gandhi then 
broke his fast. | 

Gandhi’s condition is naturally very 
weak, but Doctors Gilder and Patal, who 
have been attending him, said this even- 
ing: “ We opine that, as Gandhi has 
broken his fast and is beginning to take 
fruit juice, honey, etc., his system will 
gradually get used to these until he 
returns to his normal diet in the course 
of a week. Considerinz the past history 
of his blood pressure, however, he will 
have to be careful to see that it does not 
rise any higher.’’ 


GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


Unconfirmed rumours were rife in the 
Lobby of the Legislative Assembly at 
Simla to-day that Gandhi might be re- 
leased shortly owing to his weak condi- 
tion, but no official information is avail- 
able. 


A statement on the agreement was made | 


in the Legislature to-day expressing the 
“ great satisfaction’’ of His Majesty’s 
Government that an agreement has been 
reached hetween the leaders of the de- 
pressed classes and the rest of the Hindu 
community. 

“The Government in their award, 
which was given in the absence of agree- 
ment between the communities, were 
solely concerned in relation to the de- 
pressed classes to provide adequate 
security that the interests of these classes 
should be observed by the new Legis- 
latures. 

“As the representatives of the de- 
pressed classes and other Hindus acting 
together believe that the scheme now 
forwarded by them to his Majesty's 
Government is adequate for that pur- 
pose, the Government, in accordance with 
the procedure which they laid down in 
paragraph 4 of their award, will recom- 
mend to Parliament in due course the 
adoption of the clauses of the agreement 
dealing. with representation in the pro- 
vincial legislatures in place of the pro- 
visions in paragraph 9 of the award.”’ 


RESERVATIONS.

ALLEGED ILLEGAL 
LOTTERIES. 
From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK,. Monday. 

The argument that Senator James J. 
Davis, the former Welsh pit boy, who, after 
a’ distinguished career, became 
Minister of Labour, but is now on trial on 
a charge of taking part in illegal lotteries in 
connection with the collecting of funds for a 
charity in which he was interested—‘ The 
Loyal Order of Moose ’’—retired from this 
work before these lotteries were instituted, 
was put forward to-day by Mr. Fred. J. 
Jones, present chief of the Organisation 
Department, who is a witness for-the defence. 

Mr. Jones said that Mr. Joseph A. 
Jenkins, who was then organising secretary 
for the Moose Order in Great Britain, 
and who is now his colleague in the 
organisation department here, was sum- 
moned back from Birmingham in August, 
1930, to take over the organisation of the 
department from Mr. Davis, who was busy 
on campaign work for the Senate, to which 
he was elected in the following month. 

This, according to the witness, was before 
the institution of the lotteries to which the 
Government objected, and from which 
Senator Davis is alleged to have received 
£30,000. Mr. Jones also testified that he and 
Mr. Jenkins purchased the control of the 
organisation department from Mr. Davis for 
£120,000, the price being reckoned on the 
earnings of the department for the previous 
ten years, most of which came from initiation 
fees, paid by members of the Moose Order, 
which were handed over to Mr. 
payment for his services as Dnrector-General 
of the organisation.

QUBRENSTOWN, Monday. 


FTER a rough weather voyage, the 
A White Star liner Adriatic, from New 

York via Halifax dnd Galway, anchored 
in Cork Harbour this morning and 
embarked a number of. passengers 
American and Canadian ‘mails, 

She has aboard as part cargo 6,000 barrels 
of Canadian apples for English markets. 

Passengers joining the vessel at Helifax 
included. thirty survivors from the ill-fated 
British steamer Watford, wrecked during a 
hurricane on the Nova Scotian coast on the 
morning of the 10th instant. 

The Watford, bound in ballast from Quebec 
to Sydney, Cape Breton Island, Nova Scotia, 
encountered a terrific north-easterly hurricane 
when nearing her destination, and, continually 
swept from stem to stern by high seas, was 
finally driven ashore on Cape Percy, about 
two miles fronr Glace Bay, Nova Scotia. 

Two of her crew—Chief Officer Knight and 
a sailor named Johnson—were swept over- 
board and drowned, their bodies being 1e- 
covered later. 

Battered by huge seas, the Watford showed 
signs of rapidly breaking up, when her second 
mate, with a line made fast around his waist, 
pluckily jumped overboard, and after a heroic 
struggle succeeded, in reaching the shore, 
where willing hands quickly dragged him to 
safety. 

Eager helpers. lost no time in rigging up 
a breeches buoy between the doomed ship 
and the shore,.and the thirty-seven survivors 
were drawn to safety by this means, The 
ship became a total wreck. The survivors 
will land at Liverpool. 

The Watford was a cargo liner of 5,421 
tons gross, and was built at Dundee four 
years ago,

SEA, FISHING IN THE 


“HEAR BIAIE, 
By T. “ á 


T is really a happy condition of humanity 
| that we do not all take to one kind of 
sport, Sonié ask’nd móre than to tread 
the heather or the bogs, others find supreme 
contentment in a broad salmon river or a 
rippling trout stream. And there are others 
again’ who~-would, doubtless, welcome an 
indefinitely extended winter, if thus they 
could ensure that hunting would go on ior 
ever. For it is seldom that any sport pails 
or grows stale. The scéhes are ever changing. 
ever new; the aspects of nature are so varied 
that men return again and ae to a 
favourite ‘spot with a renewed sense of 
pleasure. And what is true of the mountain 
and the river is equally true of the “ change- 
fal sea,” for salt water can be as sport 
yielding as fresh. and the skill and knowledye 
of the sea angler can be just as severely 
tested as that of his brother rod who engages 
it the artistic pursuit of trout or saimon. 
Sea fishing as a sport has, perhaps, an added 
recommendation in these hard times. - 1t can 
be gone about in simple fashion; there is no 
rent to pay, nor is any expensive upholstery 
required, and wherever there is sea there wil 
be found fish, and fish of many species, free 
to all who can capture them, 

Those whose experience of salt water fish 
has been confined to an heur or two in a 
sot. boat at some popular seaside resort, 
probably do not realise that off the Irish 
coasts he some of the finest fishing grounds 
in Europe. At Balfycotton or Valentia, for 
example, you may go out with a by no 
means remote prospect of returning with a 
100 pound biue shark or halibut, or a 200 
pound skate, while a 15 to 20 pound fish ‘s, 
relatively speaking, a commonplace. But 
although these centres, in common with 
Youghal and Derrynane, offer the weightiest 
wizes, the holiday angler will find that East, 
South and West there are few places, at 
which boats and men are available, which 
will not yield him all the sport he wants. 

Last year I spent a little over a month in 
a car, leisurely si the whole Free State 
coastline from Dublin round to Achill. We 
stayed at Wexford, Tramore and Youghal, 
and then passed over to Castletownbere and 
Parknasilla. “Three days had to suffice for 
Valentia and Dingle Bay, and after dawdliny 
awhile on the Connemara seaboard, we spent 
the final week on Achill Island. It was an 
experience which I hope to repeat at no far 
distant date, because the cheapness and 
variety of the sport, the beauty of the 
scenery, and the cheery helpfulness of the 
seafaring folk combined to make it one of 
the most satisfactory holidays for many a 
year, 

One of the chief attractions of this indented 
coastline is that there are innumerable small 
bays and lazoons, with immense headlands 
st-etching far out, from which the angler 
can while away an idle hour with every 
prospect of catching really nice fish. So, in 
a sense, neither wind nor weather, which 
make it too unpleasant, if not too dangerous, 
to risk the open Atlantic in a amall boat, 
need put a stop to operations. Jn the warm 
months pollack and bass, gurnard, mackerel, 
inmost of the flat fish, and many other species, 
come close inshore and into the estuaries. 
and most of them can be caught just as well 
by the individual who prefers terra firma as 
by the more adventurous spirit on the l.igh 
seas. 


TWO HOURS OF ACHILL. 


For the inshore fisherman bass and nollack 
provide. plenty, of thrillss Up to about © 
pounds the former can be taken from the 
rocks about the estuaries, and he 1s just, as 
accommodating in response to a fly as he 1s 
greedy for a piece of soft crab. The larger 

sh are more wary in their habits and epi- 
curean jn their tastes, but a slab of ray’s 
liver  “dangled above him tasty like,” as 
oné of my boatmen put it, seldom fails to 
bring a response from the 8 or 10 pound fish. 
In a little over two hours one day last year 
off Achill we got 46. pollack, the largest 7 
p~inds, and I think it 1s no exaggeration to 
say that almost anywhere, by rowing up and 
down over the rocky places, the angler, 
using either the artificial rubber bait or a 
sandeel, will get as many, and perhaps more, 
pollack than he cares about. The same remark 
applies to mackerel, whose palates are tickled 
by almost anything natural or artificial, and 
the veriest novice cannot avoid catching them 
when the warm weather brings the fish up to 
the surface. 

Although ground fishing may not appeal! fo 
those whose energetic temperaments are only 
satisfied by perpetual motion, a 2 to 3 
pound winting on a light tackle provides a 
certain entertainment. As long as the bait is 
perfectly fresh, whiting on the feed will come 
again and again, undeterred by casualties 
among they kinsfolk and indiscriminating in 
the fare set before them. Off Berehaven or 
in Dingle Bey, where there 1s a large expanse 
of sandy bottom, on a clear moonlight night, 
or in eafly morning, with a southerly wind 


and fairly clear water, whiting can often be |

Ridiculing M. Herriot’s statement that 
France is only animated by the idea of 
peace, Hitler writes, ‘‘ One is astonished by 
the umpertinence and hypocrisy of the states- 
men on the other side of the Rhine, who wil- 
fully misrepresent facts. One would be 
stupid to believe that France has only 
thoughts ot peace.” 

The article concludes by stating that in 
view of France’s attitude during the last ten 
years, and especially that of the Herriot 
Government, it was a mistake on the part 
of the von Papen Government to take up the 
disarmament question with Paris, and re- 
marks, ' When we govern the Reich things 
will be different.”’

Clothes were the first essential which the 
captives needed. Mrs. Pawley, when captured, 
was only wearing a light silk shirt, white 
cotton riding breeches and riding boots. She 
had no hat, and, being liable to sunstroke. 
wore a hat offered to her by her maf/oo 
(Chinese groom) to protect her head during 
the frequent movements of the bandits from 
place to plece to elude pursuit. 

The parcels. sent to Mrs. Pawley and Mr. 
Corkran also contained under-garments, 
sweaters, boots and stockings. The latter 
were urgently required by both captives, since 
they had been compelled to wade through mud 
and water. With a view to relieving the! 
terrible tedium while awaiting their rescue’ 
‘books of a lighter nature and a pack of cards 
have also been sent. 

Despite these comforts, however. there it, 
no minimising the dreadful conditions undew 
which ‘the captives live. They are unde 
constant vigilance, and liable to force 
marches in the pouring rain through the un 
healthy swamps owing to the bandits’ tacti 
of confusing the trail.

SIGNS OF APPROACHING LAYING. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Trish Twnes, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :'— 

Poultry-keepers who attend to their own 
birds scarcely need to be told how to 
know when the pullets are about to lay. 
The appearance of the birds declares it 
visibly. The first is that the comb be- 
comes prominent and red. This may 
appear, and continue to increase, some 
time before the first egg is laid. When 
very near laying they become restless, 
and their whole appearance shows energy 
and activity. They may be looking here 
and there, evidently with the desire to 
get a nesting place. ‘They look more 
beautiful at this time than at any other 
period of their lives. Head, comb and 
wattles deep red, eyes bright, plumage 
glossy and clean, and a sprightly, upright 
pat. li these signs are yisible for a 
ong time before they lay they may re- 
quire a little stimulant in the shape of 
meat to bring on the eggs.
